ry grive and ſerious, I fhall ſpeak of ir with char fincericy , as I with my words 

were written with the beams of rhe Sun, and regiſtred to poſterity, that all the 
werld might fee the candor and integricy of our proceedings towards the King 
and our Brethren of England.

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That they have often declared, they would ſtand and fall, and-(like Mipporrates 
twins) live and dye together. And therefore, as we regard cur folemn Covenant 


with God Almighty,and tender the tending and ſrfety of the Kingdomes, ler us 
(with one heart and mind) joyn vur-Counſels and Aftions, T hart whatſoever we 
reſolve upon for our common Peace and Security in relation to the King, and of 
each Kingdom to other,that it be done in zeal to Religion,in loyalty rothe King, 
and with unanimity amongſt our ſelves. And as the Pyth:goreans did note the 
number of Two with the mark of infamy, as being the firſt number thar durſt parc 
from Unity 3 ſo, which ſoever of the Kingdoms ſhall firſt violarethe Unity which 
is bound up 1n our Covenant, may apply it to themſelves: but if we ſhall adbere 
tro that Unity which is builded upon the firm foundation of Verity, in our relati- 
ons to Religion, the King, and amongſt our ſelves, it will be a three-fold, cord 
which is nut eafily broken ; and our Unity, I hope, ſhall be turned into an Identity, 
both Kingdomes may be perfe&ly one.

'to your Majeſty how neceſſaty it is (as the condition of aftaires no w ſtand, and 


-jn fo Pr eat an extremity) that your Majeſty ſhould aflentto the Propofirions, and
